GERMAN TREATY JUSTIFIES
HUGHES' FOREIGN POLICY

American Rights Are Safeguarded and
Harmonlous Relations WIith the Al-
lles Preserved by the Consist-
ent Methods Pursued
Since March 4

NOT the least infirmity of purpose on the
part of the directora of the [oreign
poliey of the United States s viglble in
the brief and. in several wavs, extrnord!-
nary treaty negotiated in Berlin with the
Gierman Crovernment,

The document is illuminating not only
an a definite expression of the officin]l Amerl-
can viewpoint, but nisn as ecidence of the
consistency which has characterized the
siecessive moves of the State Department
tinee the advent of tha Harding Adminis-
tration,

It |s new possible tn diseern Inflexible
logie In such ncts of Secretars Hughes as
Ils refusal to commit the United States to
an Intercessory  role  regarding German
reparations and his restoration of America
to certain commissions of the Allied Powera,
Proof that the outlines of a constructive
program have been established for several
months Is now anmistakable.

The rejection by the Senate of the Treaty
nf Versailles hos been aceepted as incontro-
vertihle bistory. This acknowledgment of
realities in not necessnrilr an Indictmeant of
thut pact nor of tha League of Natlons,
which has found numerous ardent support-
ers In both politieal camps.

But practieal elrenmstances, which are
In no wise changed by regrets, have made
impossible a formal revislon of the treaty
of 1919 to sult ;American interests. Mr,
Hughes wae thereforsa confronted with the
neceseity of negotlating m eeparate ngree-
ment with Germany if the hypothetical war
status was to he nltered.

To be moere than an unmeaning diplo-
matiec gesture it was ohvious that any con-
tract must contain those features of the
Versallles Trenty which in all probability
would have been left In the dacument had
the United States been enabled to amend
and edit jt.

In this respect tha pew pact goer far.
In a sense its brevity is specious. Fraits
of the war to which Germany and the United
States have agreed that the lntter shall be
entitled are deseribed at length in the text
of the Versailien Treaty. Thae separate pact
slinply enumerates them by part and® see-
tlan.  Of the fifteen parts of the Versallles
econtract, ten are retained,

The clauses demanding the trial of the
Kaiser are ignored. It is apecified that the
U'nited States shall not he bound br any-
thing relnting to the league of Nations,
the laring down of the new houndnries of
Germany, the geographical and political
readiuctments of Belglum, the left bank of
the Rhine, Czocho-Slovakia, Austrin, Enst
P'russin, Memel, the free City of Danzig,
Sehleswig-Holstein, Heligoland, hinm,
Sinm, DLiberln, Moroeco, Egrpt, Turkey,
Bulgarin and Shautung.

In other words, our forcign poliey is kept
distinet for all settlements abroad and our
direct concern in rthe ronsrquences of the
World Wnar [« reduced to matters of dlrect
Interest to ourselves asn formerly one of the
Allled anid Associnted Powers, These snh-

As it stands, the German treaty Ix n
definite step toward International recon-
struction. It Is admirable In its limita-
tions, framed for the specific needs of the
case and blg with promise of further re-
assuring develogments.

MINGO

ODAY the situation in the West Virginia

soft-coal fields, sad and fantastic and
bewildering as It appegrs In various lghts,
is highly charged with the possibilities of
trouble and even disaster. It iz doubtful
whether the {nevitable consequence of slack
and ineflicient political administration ever
was made more vividly apparent than it s
In the Mingo field nt this hour,

If the troop eommanders are tactful and
eanl-headed, 1f the strike polica do not lose
thelr hends, if there {s ®ome one with au-
thority in the State able to appreclate the
force that paticence and a sense of humor
and charity can be made to exert in any
criels, the long months of folly and mal-
ndministration of affairs tn the soft-coal
conntry will not end in an arey of machine-
gunning and blsadahed. Mtherwise the
outeome of lnwlessness on the part of the
miners' unlons, the operators and even the
elvil nuthorities in the Mingo region may
shork the eountry,

The 4000 miners who were marching to the
mine regions to *‘protest”’ ngainst the con-
tinuance of martinl law proclaimed by the
Governor are not all unfon men. They are
miners who have been enduring the hard-
ships of a combined strike and lockout for
more than a vear. The unlons preeipltated
the strike. The operntors enlled In strike-
brenkers. Gunplay and morder followed,
The Sheriffe of Wost Virginia—and, indeed,
the State nuthorities—ndded to the eonfu-
sion by glving unlimited police authority
to A small army of men summoned from
outsifdle and pnaid by the coal operators.
These men exercised the authority of the
Stute But ther were responsible only to
thelr private emplorers,

Fxperience hns ehown that tranble of the
sort which the people of West Virginin
dreaded ean he easile avolded If men who ar-
ganize for a demonstration are permitted to
demonatrate peacefills and hlaw off their
rteam without hindrance, Tf the miners
haid been permitted to go to Mingo they prob-
ably would have walked around and snt down
and the thing wonld have been done, If a
Sheriff or A captain of troops had lnst his
hend and attempted to stop them with gun-
firn or threats, a good many people would he
killed and the Minge trouble be no nearer
settlement. The confusfon at the soft-coal
minen is n disgrace to the Btate anthorities,
wha permitted both unions and operators to
play fnst and loose with the laws, with the
Interests of the State nnd the Interests of the
Nation,

SMUGGLING IS NOT EASY

HE bootleggers who nre smuggling liquor

into the ['nited Stntes are coming In
rontact with a 1ot of officers intrusted with
the enforcement of the law long hefore
the prohibitory amendment was adopted or
the Volstead law was parsed,

They are experienced in detecting vinla-
tore of the customs law., They nre not par-
ticularly interested in the character of the
gonds hrought into the eountry In disregard
nf the statutes. They have detectod smug-
glers of dlamonds and smugglers of silks and
laces nnd smugglers of cigars and fine brandy
nnd smugglers of articlex of every kind on
which the Importers, professional or ama-
tenr, have been reluctant to pay the duty,

Their machinery I& highly organized and
afficient. The Volstead act line not changed
thele dutles in any radical war. Tt was
rontrary to the Iaw to bring lHgquor inte
the country without the payment of duty
before the econstitutional amendment was
adopted.  That amendment prohibits  its
importation for beverage purposes. 1t may
be brought in for medicinal uses ns heretn.
fore, nnd when so lmported it must pay the
usunl duty.  The revenue officors are not
Interested in preventing the consumption of
liguor. Ther are interested merely in the
vollection of the dity on all that is brought
Inta the countrs, If the «duty 18 not pall
they nre nuthorized th seize it as they have
for vears seized articles of other kinds on
which importers sought to evade the
parment of the legal tax

OMMERCIALISM, personal vainglori-
ousness and speclalizing in athletics are
Wenouneed as detriments to the publie bene-
fit. according to Joseph ', Carroll, athletie
director of the Athletic Recreativn Uenter,
Twentr-sixth and Mnaster streets. The
canuse of athletie benefits for the community
generally is suffering, says Mr, Carroll, ae
a result of the ascendancy of these factors
in athletie life.

*One can understand that in past times,
when human life was more constant, n fairly
lelsurely preparation for competitive sport
was, for t?mﬂe who could afford it, a naturai
provision,"* says Mr, Carroll. *‘The nvs.-rnru
boy (but seldom the girl) went into ath-
loties in w teanquil spirit of adventure, to
get what physical good there was or as
murh of {t as he could and to enjoy the
getting of it. He accepted what was put
on his plate, took it for granted that it wns
wholesome hecause those who had the
knowledge offered it, consumed it according
to hiz ability and ln due thne departed more
or less cheerfully.

“It was assumed in those days that teach-
ers anid purveyors of physical education
knew more about the bronder nngles of ath-
ietic competition than the npovitintes 1
gport. It wns assumed that athletics were
a good thing in which to participate and on
the terms or rules offered,

Question of Real ““Food"

“Bat now ! Who ean say that life is con-
stant in these days when one lives for to-
dny only and wonders what he and the rest
of the world will meet tomorrow? When
every other authority on athletics tells the
